For 
our own part, ere bare on the whole kern 
friendly to Un £kcbm.usticv i tre hai* 
thought that he bad the good of (he CO 
lonjr M heart, an J that hit meunrei were 
eeiiernlly oDoduciee to that end j wt hue 
more tbeu onee aiood aione arAqngit the 
oolooikl journal* in defence of hie policy ; 
end not long igo, kdtfrtlng to th» com- 
pletion or hit term ol office, and to the 
probability of hit eirir recall, we «- 
preaaed our belief that be wculd retire 
Irnm bit pn>t with » larger abare of good 
will from the people of hi* charge tliao 
had fallen to tin- lot of kny of hi* pre- 
deceaaora.

•olutely unbearable, The km pritei of 
•took and wool, and the frightful depre- 
ciation of nil kiudi of property, coupled 
with the general ^otifusinu of tiur mone- 
tary ((Fain, unci (he stagnation of trnde in 
the whole ot ila depanmenti, had mined 
multitude* outright, and in all ca^ea where 
thry had fallen abort of this extreme eou- 
eumoutunn, hud reduord the returna 
upoa inrrsled capital to the loorst pos- 
sible ebb. Under the presaure of a crisis 
so severe, ao protTsoted, and so unsparing 
io iu trithtriag gripe of the uholc tom- 
munity, the only study of a good Gotern- 
ment would hate hern to afford nlirf ; 
but the bare idea ot adopting measures, or 
of taking ettn a single step, that could by 
possibility ajrfMuare the prerailiog distrete, 
would hat* been spurned both by its 
judgtueut and its heart.

plsn of humane ootuuiral ion. 

Hence the British colonics in the Aut- 
traltas, elniott from one end to thr other, 
are a charnel-house to tht pooraborifriner, 
when a new empire of white men must, 
withont belter efforts, be founded in the 
violent destruction of lbs simplest (tropin 
on forth. 

Hritcc, lastly, without running through 
a longer catalogue of instances, the islands 
of the South Seas hart begun tn admit the 
domination of the French, under circum- 
ttances which mutt inevitably end iu tao- 
guinary disputes both between tile native* 
and them, *ud ourselves anil them j 
where** hy a wise tod humane policy on 
our part, those islands could hive 'been 
elevated into drilixed communities in 
union with at, or into independent titles, 
under the general guarantee of the irreat 
civilized governments. 

All this spring, from many of the 
Leaders of the philanthropists hiring mia- 
taktn their duly i and, under the influence 
of this mistake, adopted the false policr of 
making the mi*ttoniry tUteimea.

Instead, however, ol pei^e- 
rariag in that opinion, anil working out 
that good system, the more eularg.d gi d 
final report (in lti37)reeammendeiln bob- 
tinusnce of she bad o'd system, with tire 
addition of the n.itnunsries being pre- 
pared at home to become the potiiictt ttt- 
striKHort of the nncivilited triltes coie- 
nected with our colonies. This report 
went even funhrt, reconnineniiing tbat the 
extension of ctriooiia towards tun nuns 
eouatriei should be iliaconntmnneriJ, tnd 
thai treaties should not be made with the 
native*. 

Tbeee fatal riew* mbttituted good men, 
altogether incapable of struggling with ibe
